THREAT AT U. OF. C. 


UIC STUDENT CHARGED IN SHOOTING THREAT; CLASSES To RESUME TUESDAY

Federal officials charged a University of Il- 
linois at Chicago engineering student with 
making the threat that shut down the Univer- 
sity of Chicago on Monday, saying his online 
post threatening to kill U. of C. students and 
staff was in retaliation for the shooting last 
year of 17-year-old Laquan McDonald by a 
Chicago police officer. 

Jabari R. Dean, 21, was charged with trans- 
mitting a threat in interstate commerce. 

Dean, who appeared in federal court Mon- 
day afternoon, will be held in custody until 
Tuesday, when he will be released to the cus- 
tody of his mother. 

The FBI does not consider Dean a threat 
and he did not have the resources to carry out 
the threat, federal prosecutors said in court. 

If convicted, Dean faces a maximum of five 
years in prison. 

In court documents, federal agents said 
Dean posted the threat over the Thanksgiving 
weekend. It was spotted by a New York resi- 


dent who provided agents with a screen shot of 
the threat after they could not find it; Dean ap- 
parently took it down almost immediately. 

After tracking down Dean through the 
service provider, agents confronted him and, 
they said, he acknowledged posting the threat 
from his phone. The threat was on world 
starhiphop.com, according to authorities. 

The poster threatened to shoot and kill 
students, staff and police on the campus at 
ro a.m. Monday and then kill himself, citing 
the fatal shooting of McDonald. 

“This is my only warning. At ro a.m. on Mon- 
day morning, I’m going to the campus quad of 
the University of Chicago. I will be armed with 
an M-4 carbine and two desert eagles, all fully 
loaded. I will execute approximately 16 white 
male students and or staff, which is the same 
number of time McDonald was killed,” wrote 
the commenter, who posted with the initials 
“JRD” and a Chicago Bulls logo, according to 
court records. “I will then die killing any num- 
ber of white policeman in the process. This is 
not ajoke. I am to do my part and rid the world

of white devils. I expect you do the same.” 

An FBI agent contacted the U. of C. Police 
Department, and President Robert Zimmer 
alerted the campus community Sunday night 
that all classes and other activities planned for 
Monday would be canceled. 

Zimmer asked staff and faculty members 
who did not have emergency duties or patient 
care responsibilities to stay away from campus, 
and students who live on campus were asked 
“to remain indoors as much as possible.” 


The U. of C. said Monday on their website 
that classes and events will resume normally 
Tuesday. 

On Monday morning, though, instead of stu- 
dents hustling across the quad with their back- 
packs, university and Chicago police patrolled 
the campus, some in SWAT gear and others 
parked at the corners of major intersections. 

Normally, Lingwei Cheng would see her fel- 
low students zipping across the quad on their 
bicycles and chatting with one another, but 
on Monday the 22-year-old graduate student 
was alone as she walked across the 5600 block 
of South Kimbark Avenue. Canceling class 
wouldn't interrupt her schedule, Cheng said 
before news of the arrest broke, because she 
doesn’t normally have classes on Mondays. 
But she was unable to access the school’s li- 
brary, computer labs and student center. 

“It’s kind of crazy that just because some- 
one posted online a threat that it would lock 
down the campus,” said Cheng, who is from 
China. “This is like finals season so maybe 
people appreciate having today off.”

Bus vs. train people: 


All the talk about the 
return of the much- 
loved No. 11-Lincoln 
Avenue and 31st 
Street buses, along 


with the work on the 
4 Wilson and Washing- 
vk, iz ton/Wabash “DL” sta- 
— tions, got me thinking 


about the differences 
between bus and rail 
commuters. 
According to a 
Twitter poll RedEye 
conducted, which drew 481 votes, 81 percent 
said they take the “L’ most often and only 
19 percent said they take the bus. 

According to the CTA’s annual boarding 
totals, bus ridership is king. In 2013, roughly 
300 million riders took the bus. In 2014, that 
number decreased to roughly 276 million, a 
nearly 8 percent decrease in bus ridership. 

But rail ridership is on the rise. In 2013, 
roughly 229 million riders took rail, and in 
2014, that number increased to 238 million, a 
nearly 4 percent increase in rail ridership. 

Which form of transit do you take most 
often, and what does it really say about you? 
From my observations, I’ve put together 
completely (in)accurate personality profiles 
for the average bus and train riders. 


Bus riders 
The bus rider is the kind of person who doesn’t 
mind the smell of another person’s BO. You 
sit there unfazed as someone—ripe armpits 
and all—reaches across you to pull the stop 
cord. Forget needing fresh air. You thrive in the 
sweltering warmth of an overly heated bus. 
You’re patient, which you need to be during 
constant standstill traffic and bus bunching 
on your morning and evening commutes. You 
have no problem airing out your business over 
the phone, and it may take you the entire ride 
to realize the person sitting next to you now 
knows very personal details about your life. 
You're the yoga master with a wide stride, 
an essential physical quality needed for your

back-door exits from the bus. That curb is 
not coming to meet you halfway, after all. 

You're a creature who doesn’t mind the ab- 
sence of a heat lamp in winter months. Forget 
the gym. You get your cardio workout every 
morning running to catch the damn bus as 
you see it pulling away from your stop. 

Depending on your proximity to other 
forms of public transit, and if you’re free of a 
disability, you may take the bus just because 
it involves less walking, so in that case ... well, 
you're just plain lazy. 


Rail (‘L’) riders 

The rail rider is the kind of person who can 
step in a mess of puke, keep a straight face 
and not bother to warn the next passenger 
that they’re also about to step in a heaping 
pile of upchuck. You tend to want to keep to 
yourself no matter what’s going on around 
you. 

Sometimes you panic and feel the need to 
shove through anyone and everyone the sec- 
ond the train stops in fear that you won't make 
it off in time, but you always do. You’re the 
stair master and pride yourself on being able 
to run up three or four flights of stairs in less 
than a minute to catch your approaching train. 

While you fly solo once you board, you 
flock together like geese with other riders 
when it comes to huddling under a heat lamp. 
But you’re not afraid to let people know that 
you like your personal space and will jump at 
the chance to fill the seat next to you with a 
purse, book bag or any random object. 

You avoid eye contact at all costs and get 
embarrassed when someone catches you look- 
ing at yourself in the window (no shame, we’ve 
all done it). Everything you do has a purpose, 
so you tend to err on the side of uptight. 


Whether you're the patient, easy-going 
bus rider or the uptight, antsy rail rider—or 
maybe you're a mixture of the two—we’re all 
Chicago commuters ... just trying to make it 
to our destination on time.

After scoring the first goal Saturday in the 
Blackhawks’ 3-2 overtime loss to Los Angeles, 
Patrick Kane was fired up, as he normally is 
when he scores a goal. But there seemed to 
be extra oomph in the fist pump the winger 
unleashed this time. 

That’s because Kane knew he had just set 
the NHLrecord for the longest point streak by 


an American-born player at 19 games, breaking 
the mark held by Phil Kessel and Hawks TV 
analyst Eddie Olczyk. 

“It’s cool,” Kane said after the game. “You 
think about all the great American players that 
have played the game, the two players that had 
the 18-games point streak and what they’ve 
done in their careers. So it’s pretty cool right 
now, but kind of overshadowed by the loss.” 


Kane said setting the mark was especially 
meaningful considering Kessel and Olczyk had 
set the 18-game mark. 

“I’ve become pretty close with Eddie over 
the years here, to the point where I ask him 
for advice on a lot of different things and he’s 
willing to share a lot too,” Kane said. “And then 
I’ve known Phil pretty well since I was 16 years 
old. So two great players, two great careers.”
